Heroic Chaplains Go to War: 
Church Always With GI 


When soldiers of the United States go to war, they don’t stop going 
to church—for their chaplain goes to war with them. 
Not even in the “hottest” combat areas does their religious activity 


stop. Sometimes their chapel is a 


permanent structure; sometimes it 


is a rude construction of ammunition boxes, antiaircraft shells, oxygen 
tanks (which serve as the bell), put together by the men themselves. 
But in all cases, they have their prayers—and their chaplain. 


The Army Chaplain Corps will 
observe its 170th anniversary next 
Sunday, July 29. The Fourth Serv- 
ice Command, along with the rest 
of the country, will begin this 
week celebrating the anniversary, 
and in various programs through- 
out the command will endeavor to 
bring before the public informa- 
tion about the chaplains in war- 
time.

The observance will be cli- 
maxed by a “Meet the Chaplain” 

ss meeting at 3 p. m. next Sun- 
day at the city auditorium, to 
which the public is invited. Col. 
Ralph W. Rogers, chaplain of the 
Fourth Service Command, has 
asked a group of chaplains and 
servicemé.: from various theaters 
of operation to speak and answer 
questions from the audience.

WIN AWARDS GALORE 

Number of chaplains in the 
Army today, 8,000 (approximate- 
ly); killed in action, 52; wounded 
in action, 180; died of disease, 
three: captured by the enemy, 34. 
In this war 754 chaplains have re- 
ceived decorations. They are: Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross, 15; Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal, one; Le- 
gion of Merit, 44; Silver Star, 105; 
Silver Star with cluster, three; 
Soldier's Medal, nine;. Bronze 
Star, 314: Bronze Star with clus- 
ter, 12: Air Medal, one; Purple 
Heart, 234: Purple Heart with 
cluster, 10; foreign decorations, 
seven, 

Two-thirds of the chaplain corps 
members are serving at overseas 
stations. That number compares 
with the 74 chaplains in the regu- 
lar army at the beginning of World 
War I. And during its history be 
ginning with the Continental Con- 
gress act on July 29, 1775, which 
granted the first formal recogni- 
tion of the chaplain in the armed 
services, the United States Army 
was altogether without chaplains 
twice. Once was -from 1796 to 
1798; and the second time was 
from 1821 to 1838. 

In pre-Revolution days, chap- 
lains served with companies near- 
est their churches, In the Continen- 
tal Army during the Revolution, 
they were assigned to regiments, 
separate units and hospitals. In 
March, 1791, the Rev. John Hurt, 
of Virginia, a veteran of the Revo- 
lution, served as chaplain for the 
Army, deriving uis authority from 
a Congressional Act. 

FIRST CHAPLAIN 

Hurt is considered the first chap- 
lain of the Army. Chaplains were 
assigned to regiments during the 
War of 1812; and after that the 
only chaplain in the army seems 
to have been one at West Point, 
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'who also was professor of geog-: 


raphy, history and ethics. 


In 1861, regimental chaplains 
weredbthorized and Jewish rabbis 
made eligible. During the Revolu- 
tion three Catholic chaplains serv- 
ei. During the Spanish-AMerican 
War, a number of chaplains served 
briefly with volunteer regiments. 
| When America entered World War 
‘I in 1917 there were only 74 regu- 
lar Army chaplains and not more 
‘than 72 with the. National Guard 
units. However, 2,363 chaplains 
were commissioned duri..g the war 
in the regular Army, the Nation- 
al Guard or the National Army. 

As the result of their distin- 
guished service the Office of the 
Chief of Chaplains was authorized 
in the Defense Act of 1920, which 
also stipulated one chaplain for 
every 1,200 officers and men. This 
ratio prevails in the Army now. 


GEORGIA HAS SCHOOL 

There is one Army chaplain 
school in the country. Moved sev- 
eral times since it was opened, the 
school is now located at Ft. Ogle- 
thorpe, Ga. The Chaplain’s Corps 
was built up so rapidly after Pearl 
Harbor, however, that it was nec- 
essary to send many volunteer 
chaplains overseas without giving 
them the course... As a result, 
rgore than 1,500 chaplains over- 
seas have not been to the chap- 
lain school. 

As in the case of the Army 
Medical Corps and other profes- 
sional branches, a-chaplain is com- 
missioned a first lieutenant when 
he assumes his duties. 


The job that the chaplains of 
this war have performed, the he- 
roism above and beyond the call 
of duty that they have displayed, 
the inspiration they have given 
the fighting, the wounded and the 
dying soldiers of this country, has 
been brought before the public. 
Such men as Chaplain O’Calla- 
ghan, of the U. S. S. Franklin (Old 
Ben), stand in the public eye as a 
symbol of the United States Army 
Chaplain. 

The part that the Chaplain 
Corps has played in the victorious 
American Army of today was ex- 
pressed by Army Chief of Staff 
Gen. George C. Marshall, who said: 

“It is morale—and I mean spirit- 
ual morale—which wins the vic- 
tory, in the ultimate. And that 
type of morale can only come out 
of the religious nature of the sol- 
dier who knows God .. . I count 
heavily on that type of man and 
that kind of Army.” 


Heroism Medal 
For Capt. Schwab 


Capt. Robert W. Schwab Jr., 
ordnance department, of 2690 Hab- 
ersham road, N. W., has been 
awarded the soldier's medal for 
heroism at Hollandia, Dutch New 
Guinea.

Meanwhile, many veterans with 
more than 85 points, who were 
returned to this country months 
ago, are complaining bitterly that 
the Army won't release them. 
Overpoint men in camps here, 
rated “nonessential,” but unable 
to get discharges, are resentful of 
the delay.

Say their commanding officers 
won't declare them nonessential 
because of personal prejudices or 
because they hope to keep up a 
big army. 
_ The Army’s answer to charges 
is that five chief barriers are in 
the way: time required to trans- 
fer men from one service to an- 
other, to supply replacements, to 
train them, and give furloughs, 
and lack of shipping space.

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The News From Potsdam Is Good 


While complete details are lacking, the 
tone of the news from Potsdam is unmis- 
takably encouraging. 


The announcement, at the end of the 
first week’s deliberations, that “the work 
of the conference is going ahead and much 
serious business has been done,” confirms 
the general feeling of progress which 
newsmen attending the parley have re- 
ported. 


Certainly there seems no reason to 
doubt that the conversations are moving 
forward in an atmosphere of friendship 
and good humor. The stories of Presi- 
dent Truman giving a piano recital which 
met with bravos from Churchill and 
Stalin set the keynote of harmony which 
thus far has characterized the meeting. 


It is a source of great gratification to 
the people of this nation, incidentally, that 
President Truman has been accorded the 
honor of presiding at the Potsdam talks. 
That fact alone attests to the esteem in 
which he—and the nation he represents 
—is held- by the other members of the 
Big Three. : 


It is, of course, too early to venture 
any estimate of the decisions which will 
come out of Potsdam. And it is too much 
to hope that they will meet with unani- 
mous approval of all factions in each of 
the nations involved, 


Nevertheless, the fact that the har- 
mony in which the three most powerful 
nations in the world are working con- 
tinues to grow rather than diminish, is 
one distinctly heartening. 


A Logical Principle in the School Lunch Bill 


A senate subcommittee last week ap- 
proved a bill providing $100,000,000 an- 
nually for a system of permanent federal 
aid to state school lunch programs. 


The senate bill is one in which Geor- 
gians have a particular interest. 


In the first place, Sen. Dick Russell, of 
this state, is a coauthor of the measure, 
having introduced it along with Sen. Ellen- 


der, of Louisiana. , 


In the second place, Georgia is thor- 
oughly sold on the school lunch program. 
Last vear all but three of the state’s 159 
counties participated therein, a total of 
1,264 school lunchrooms being in operation. 


Up until the present, the program has 
been on a virtually 50-50 basis, the fed- 
eral government putting up 49 per cent 
of the necessary funds to underwrite the 


cost of the program and 51 per cent com- 
ing from state and local sources. 


Under the Russell-Ellender bill, how- 
ever, states would be required to match 
federal funds dollar for dollar through 
1950; provide $1.50 for each federal dol- 
lar from 1951 through 1955, and put up $3 
for each federal dollar thereafter. 


But, and this is of utmost importance, 
the bill stipuiates that states whose per 
capita income is lower than the national 
average shall have their matching require- 
ments lowered by the same percentage 
as their per capita income is below the 
national per capita. 


This latter provision. is of great sig- 
nificance, remedying a deplorable situa- 
tion which has penalized the poorer states. 
It is a logical principle, one we hope to 
see applied with increasing frequency in 
the months ahead. 


Let's See: Isn't Jesse From Texas? 


Very interesting is the War Production 
Board review, modestly asserting that no 
considerable relocation of industrial pow- 
er was involved in the placing of war 
industry. 


It seems to say that no major industry 
has been removed from where it was and 
put somewhere else, and that seems to be 
true. Industrialization was merely “inten- 
sified,” if one reads aright the review’s 
meaning, in the states where great indus- 
tries were located. This was necessary 
because of the need for speed, and this one 
can understand. 


But, almost blithely, sinee no comment 
is made, we note that Texas is included 
along with the great industrial states of 
Pennsylvania, Michigan and Ohio. 


In 1939 Texas ranked second to Geor- 
gia and North Carolina in the nonindus-

trial southern and southeastern states. We 
find now, however, that the Defense Plant 
Corporation invested in Texas $103 for 
every man, woman and child in that great 
state. Texas now has 41 per cent of the 
nation’s synthetic rubber industry; she 
got three-fourths of the government’s in- 
vestment in iron and steel plants in the 
southeast and southwest. With a sixth of 
the south’s population she received a third 


“of the government’s total investment in 


war production. 


If plants could be located in such num- 
ber in Texas, which is far, far away from 
the prewar centers of ‘industry made larg- 
er by war production, the question nat- 
urally arises as to why other southern 
states could not have received some of 
the plants? 


Let’s see. Isn't there a fellow named 
Jesse Jones who hails from Texas?

Official Asurance 
On Food at Battey 


About a week ago this column carried por- 

tions of a letter written by a soldier patient at 

Battey General hospital, who complained against 

the use of German POWs in the kitchens there. The gist of the 

complaint was that this provided opportunity for the prisoners to 

vent their hatred of America by dirtying or contaminating the 

food prepared for the patients. Writer said he had reached the 

point where he ate only such foods as reached his ward in the 
original containers, such as bread, milk, eggs, etc. 

Now comes a letter from Col. D. B. Faust, of the Army Medical 
Corps, the commanding officer at Battey. Writes Col. Faust: 

“T would like to point out that no German prisoner of war 
handles any food in the kitchens of this hospital, nor does he serve 
it, nor does he prepare or mix it. Prisoners.of war are utilized 
in the kitchens of this Army hospital for the purpose of washing 
heavy utensils and dishes and for scrubbing floors. They have no 
opportunity to touch any food served to the patients and are under 
close supervision at all times. 

“T trust this will clear up the matter mentioned to the satis- 
faction of all who read your column.” 

I too, trust it will, colonel. There can be no doubt as to the 
accuracy of Col. Faust’s statement. It is apparent, however, from 
the original patient-letter published here that some patients are 
distrustful of the food, because of the presence of POWs in the 
kitchens and it is to be hoped, for their sakes, that. a way may be 
found of completely ridding their imaginations of this fear. For 
nothing could be worse, either for the physical or psychological re- 
covery of a sick man, than doubt about the cleanliness or fitness 
of the food provided. 

If this column can be the meang of reassuring any doubtful, 
patients, and setting their minds at ease, it will feel proud that it 
has performed a real service in the restoration of war casualties, 
either physical or mental cases, to normal. 


There is nothing involved in hospital treat- 
Personal Memory ment more important than the food pro- 
vided patients. It: must tempt appetite and make each meal an 
event to be anticipated with pleasure, eaten with relish and re- 
membered with good digestion. 

I remember when I had spent a long- and tiresome month on 
a hospftal bed. I was homesick, but one of my doctors was rather 
insistent I should stay there another two weeks. I persuaded 
others to outvote him and went home. True, just a change of 
bed and scene, but it was home and home cooking. 

They didn’t know, at the time, but one of the impelling motives 
of my urgent desire for home was the milk and cream provided 
with my hospital meals. It had a flavor that was entirely obnoxious 
to me. I hated it. It was so strong it spoilt even my coffee in the 
morning and it made repugnant every dish involving the use of milk. 
I didn’t know, till afterwards, that all I needed to do was request 
the dietitian to send me milk from some other dairy—the hospital 
patronized several. 

My point is that one item, the milk, spoilt every meal for 
me in that hospital and it was, therefore, a wise move when they 
took me home and I could enjoy home prepared meals. The effect 
should be as good if they can remove the last shred of food- 
suspicion from the minds of all the patients at Battey. 

P - I do not mean to imply the milk of which I write 
Dairy Purity was dirty or contaminated. It simply carried a 
flavor objectionable to me. As a m&tter of fact, as a general rule, 
dairy products are, necessarily, aseptically clean, if they are 
palatable at all. Milk may, of course, carry typhoid and other 
disease germs. It may have a high bacterial count. It may, 
however, have an objectionable taste and still be quite pure. If 
the cattle, for instance, have eaten any one of a number of foods 
wild onions, turnips, to mention two of the worst—it will taste 
horrible. ° 

But, in the making of such products as cheese and butter, cleanli- 
ness is essential. The presence of dirt in the milk from which 
cheese is made will result in cheese of such poor quality it may 
not reach market, even at reduced price. Similarly, insanitary con- 
ditions in the cream from which creamery butter is made, will 
inevitably be reflected in the poor quality of the butter. 


Of course there are some cheese—those freak varieties—-which 


create their own flavors, etc., by the encouragement of molds, gas, - 


etc. But they are merely acquired tastes, anyway and the so-called 
connoisseurs must accept the contaminations if they would titillate 
their decadent palates. nf

It is interesting to consider why this should be. 

At the outset it should be stated, however, that there is no occa- 
sion to challenge the findings of the poll takers. Chances are that 
they are more accurate in this respect than they have been in other 
public sentiment soundings of the past. 

There is every reason why Mr. Truman should be enjoying a 
high degree of popularity with the country, and hardly a single one 
why he should not. He has not yet reached the period of his ad- 
ministration whete the real test will come over his ability to come 
mand popular favor, 

That period will not come until perhaps a year or two years 
later. By all calculations he should continue to hold a high place in 
public esteem until the war is over and the domestic issues of 
peace begin to take definite form. 


FDR Haters Various political writers are seeking to give 

varied interpretations of the new President's per- 
sonal popularity. Some of them—those who were hostile to the 
former administration and everything it stood for—have adopted 
the theory that it is due to a feeling of relief which, they claim, 
came up from certain elements over Mr. Roosevelt's death. 

Mr. Roosevelt did have his enemies, of course—perhaps more 
than any other president of our day. It is probably true also that 
many of his enemies have adopted an attitude of friendliness to 
ward Mr. Truman by way of atoning for the harsh criticism and 
bitter hatred they directed at the late chief executive. 

But that has no validity as a basic point. The Roosevelt haters, 
in time, will come to direct their spleen on Mr. Truman the same 
as they did on his predecessor. 


In seeking an answer to the President's present 
Two Reasons great popularity it is necessary to touch on only 
two paints. First, the fact that we have a war on, and, second, 
that he came into office free of the bitterness that would have 
attached to his name had he been the central figure in a hotly 
contested political campaign. 

The demands for national! unity of a type that the country has 
a right to expect in wartime have not been met since Pearl Harbor. 
For a brief period after we were plunged into the conflict the 
country did put up something approaching a solid front behind 
Mr. Roosevelt. 

But all of this did not last. 

With the late President removed from the scene, however, the 
cause for much of this ill feeling has been eliminated, with the 
result that Mr. Truman finds himself in the White House free of the 
antagonisms that plagued his predecessor. 

Thus the normal honeymoon period that is extended to every 
new president has been accorded Mr. Truman with greater force, 


Obviously the way the new President has comported 
himself since moving into the White House has had 
something to do with the popularity he has gained. He has taken 
over the reins of government with a firm grasp and has tended te 
give assurance that the country is in sound hands. The few ani- 
mosities that he has aroused, chiefly over cabinet changes, have not 
been sufficient to ereate public disfavor. 

Another factor in the situation is the close relationship the 
President has with congress. Due to the fact that for ten years 
before succeeding to the presidency he was a member of the senate, 
he is closer to congress than any president we have had in years. 

Mr. Truman, because of his standing with congress, has been 
almost entireky free of criticism from this quarter. 

All things considered, it is not. the least surprising that his 
popularity should have reached its present proportions. What is 
more important, it should not be difficult for him to maintain it at 
the same high level for some time to come,

American thinking about Spain 
today is colored bv two separate 
periods of our foreign policy in 
the past: (1) During the Spanish

During the Spanish civil war we 
followed a policy of rigid nonin- 
tervention which worked to the 
advantage of Franco and to the 
disadvantage of the legitimate re- 
publican government of Spain. We 
were not in a position at that time 


to play a decisive part. We merely | 
supported the policies of France. 


and Great Britain. In doing this, 
we almost certainly erred. Mr.

Breadon Like Rickey 


NEW YORK, July 22.—It looks as 
though Branch Rickey, the trader, left 


his formula for disposing of slightly unhealthy pitching arms with 
his former emplover, Sam Breadon, when he moved from St. Louis 
to Brooklyn. Or else Samuel was looking through the transom when 
the trader sold Dizzy Dean to the Chicago Cubs for $185,000 some 


yeaks ago. 


There was considerable puzzlement among the critics this spring 
when Mr. Breadon sent Morton Cooper. generally thought to be the 
best pitcher in the league, to Boston for another pitcher named 
Charlie Barrett and, presumably, some cash. Mr. Cooper and Mr. 
Breadon had had temperamental and financial differences, which 
seemed at the time to be the only explanation for the deal. It now 
looks as though Samuel had inherited the Rickey formula and can 


sense arm trouble in advance. 


Cooper Now Idle 


Not that Cooper’s record for the season is 
bad. In terms of percentage, it looks fine. 


The thing is that Morton has become a very rare sight around the 
ball field since joining the Braves. Part of the advertised Cooper 
assets over the years were strength and willingness. He has been an 
ace, which means lots of work, and a stopper, or breaker of losing 
streaks, which calls for a regular turn on the mound and an oc- 


casional relief trick as well. 


Cooper makes no bones about what his trouble is, or 
rather, he offers several bones in his right arm by way of 
explanation. He has a sore whip: the trade-mark of goods 
from the Cardinal mail order company. 

Barrett, ironically, has become the pitching ace of the St. 
Louis club. He has won several more games than Cooper to 
date; and is in there all the time. No one would compare him 
with the best Cooper as a pitcher, but the best and busiest 
Cooper does not seem to be on tap. 

It’s true that Barrett has not kept the Cardinals up at the top 
of the race which they were so strongly favored to win when it 
began: He has more than the loss of Morton Cooper to make up for. 
The additional departures of Walker Cooper and: Stan Musial, who 


went to war. hurt the Cards worse than the boys anticipated. 


It is, 


of course, a heavy blow to lose the best pitcher, the best catcher, 
and the best hitter in the league more at less at one crack. 


Cards Still Favore 


Around the league, however, the other 
‘managers, with the exception of Charlie 


Grimm, the jolly Chicago banjo-player who is now in the driver's 
seat. still consider the Cardinals the strongest and best-balanced 
team, and expect them to come through. The Cards have retained 


a certain amount of talent. 


Their infield. for instance, is by all odds the best in the 


game. 


There is nothing elsewhere to compare for even 


strength with Ray Sanders at first base, Emil Verban at 
second, Whitey Kurowski at third, and the great Martin 
Marion at shortstop. The outfield, though spotty, has its 
points. It is in the pitching and catching departments that. the 
Cardinals have fallen off most, and on paper it does not look 
as though they had fallen off enough to cost them another 


nnant. 

Denaaiib, Wilks, Brecheen and Byerly are still pitching for them, 
in addition to Barrett and the 1945 chain-store special, Ken Burk- 
hardt. The first four are perhaps not as good as they looked last 
year, when Cooper and Max Lanier were around to shoulder the 
largest responsibilities, but they figure to produce a pennant among 
them with the infield they have in support. 

Or maybe thie is just one of those hot Cub years that.come along 
every now and then and about which nobody can do anything.

Inmates Control 
Prison at Rome, 
Fired in Riot 


ROME, July 22.—(INS)—Riot- 
ing prisoners in Rome's Regina | 
Coeli prison set the roof of the 
jail ablaze tonight as police, ca- 
rabinieri and armored cars Ssur- 
rounding the building kept up an 
intermittent fire to prevent es- 
capes. 

All lighting facilities in the jail 
have been disconnected. Most of 
the men were said to be armed 
with vicious steel bars wrenched 
from the windows and cell doors. 

The prisoners began their riot in 
one wing yesterday and fought 
their way through the prison’s ex- 
tensive corridors until they now 
control practically the whole of 
the building. 

The commandant of Regina 
Coeli said he had applied for aid 
to the Allied authorities but his 
appeal was refused on the ground 
that the riot was a purely domes- 
tic Italian affair. 

Guards now are penned in the 


}main entrances to prevent a mass 


escape. The commandant said that 
the criminal prisoners would at- 
tempt to reach the 350 Fascist 
political prisoners, possibly to ad- 
minister ‘‘mob justice.”

A_ certain 
amount of experience or training 
or education or ability is required, 
and if you can’t come close to 
meeting the ‘requirements you 
won’t succeed in getting the job, 
even though you are a veteran.” 


A Virginia lady, whose daugh- 
ter is married to a soldier, writes 
in part: “Will you help to clear 
up a point not clearly understood 
by my soldier son-in-law? 

“He and his soldier friends un- 
derstand, or believe they do, that 
a veteran may return to college 
to finish an interrupted course 
and have tuition, books, etc. paid 
for by the government. They also 
know that a married man receives 
a living allowance of $75 per 
month. But they say that if a 
man works during his course of 
study or if his wife works, the 
amount either or both earned is 
deducted from that $75. Thus if 
the veteran’s wife works and earns 
$100 a month, he will receive no 
living allowance at all. Are the 
boys right in this interpretation 
of the bill?” 

I answered: “I’ve talked with 
officials over at the V. A. and

I told him: “You 
can borrow money under the GI 
bill loan-plan to buy those 46 
acres if you are going to farm 
them.
